Elizabeth, while sojourning nt her hunting 
lodge tit Clmgford, grnciouKly conferred by 
hor royal charter upon the poor inhabitants 
of tho manors snrroumling her CHngford 
Lodge the right and privilege of wood-cut- 
ting, or, ft.s it was termed, ''toplopping," in 
tho.se portions of tho royal forest which 
were included within the boundaries of the 
before mentioned manors. But this right 
and this privclego \vere given by the virgin 
qiioon "upon tho tenor of observing the 
rule which she gave them, and which they 
were to retain as their charter, which \vas to 
strike thenxo into tho boughs of tho trees at 
the midnight of'the llth of November in 
each year, so us to begin to cut the wood as 
nearly as possible between the 11th and i'Jih 
of that month only, after which they were 
to cut it and bring it homo nt their pleasure 
throughout the season." 


any attempts—some of thorn successful 


—have been made in times gone by to de- 
prive the poor inhabitants of these Eppiug 
manors of their right to cut their winter 
firing from the forest. 
The period of the 


"lopping" is permitted from the lltliof 
November to the 23d of April in tbo follow. 
!ng year. 
But if the hour of midnight were 


allowed to pass by only a few minutes, and

ovcr.

INVENTION Ol-'KNIiHAVINC. 


It is interesting to know by what process 


tho invention was suggesti il. 
Lib- all the 


jewellers of his time, Fiui^iiwra ornamented 
his works—sword hilt::, cu';l;i'ts, 
pntnus, 


cups, chalices—with pnttonis engraved in 
intaglio. 
When the artist hud finished his 


work he spread over the i>m;rnvinB « Mack 
onauiel niello, whoso composition is rate- 
fully described by Henvenutc) (Vllini in his 
treatise on jewelry. This enamel, filling 
tho cuttings of Ihe engraving, made, the: 
design visible, in blaek, upon the clear tone 
of tho metal. But as any rotouching was 
impossible after Iho melted niello liml been 
run Into the mold, lite jeweller, bol'orv pro- 
ceeding to this lost operation, took one of 
several impressions with tjuy to he able to 
inspect his work, and, if need be, to correct 
it. 
Upon the clay the tlie engraving pre- 


sented itself in relief, and reversed; if, for 
institute, an inscription wero traced in' tho 
original from right to left, it would in tho 
impression run from left to right. 


Now to see his work as be would hare si-en 


it upon tho niello-covered plate, tho jeweller 
poured sulphur over the clay, and, after har- 
ing colored with lamp-blni'k the furrows in 
the sulphur, he printed it counter-proof that 
replaced the engraving in its proper position 
before his eyes.

church of the Baptists at Floretiee one of 
those patens to which the name ;W.t was 
given, because they received the kiss of 
peace in religious eoromonies.

od as to the hooks which their children road 
outside of tho schools? Yet (he latter aro 
far more inllnontial than the former on tho 
child's character. Text books are recogniz- 
ed by the young as proscribed educational 
instrumentalities, HOiuetliinp; to bo resisted; 
while the influence of other hooks, which 
aro read for entertainment, is unsuspected, 
and therefore very potent. Oivn n r.liili.1 
two books, specifying one of them as in tend- 
ed to improve his mind, and he will inevi- 
tably take up tho other as soon as your back 
is turned. It is tho influence of whoso op- 
oration nnd efforts he has not heeu advised 
that most powerfully works upon him; the 
unknown attracts him; and iii the booig 
which ho takes up voluntarily, and of whoso 
office ho is not forewarned, ho mainly 
jots his education. In the present imper- 
:eot condition of our school system, which 
oaves so much to text books, and exacts so 
little of the higher qualities of mind nud 
heart, ou the teacher's part, n boy's mind 
inevitably opens to external influences, and 
these dominate in the formation of his 
character. Next in importance to those of 
of association aro tho influences of the 
books he reads nt hotuw. 


Most parents are solicitous as to tho com- 


panionships of their children; but few of 
them give any heed to the looks which lie 
about the house, inviting the young minds

Let tho child make 
his first literary acquaintance with these, 
and he is not likely to descend to a lower 
level. From n home thus furnished, th 
boy will hardly steal away to read dun. 
novels in concealment, 
and 
the adult 


daughter will hardly return to it tri-woeitly 
laden with a noisome freight of papor cov- 
ered pestilence. Wo can think of no more 
disheartening feature of our modern civili- 
zation than the universal hunger for de- 
basing literature. Tho evil is daijygrowiug, 
aud its offoetH are daily visible in tho in- 
creased laxity of public morals. Legisla- 
tion is powerless to check it; the pulpit aud 
the press denounce it in vain. Its cure 
must begin in the homes of tho young. 
Parents must scrutinize the mental ns well 
as tho bodily food of their children, nnd 
guard them from bad hooks as carefully ns 
from bud physical habits or dangerous as- 
sociations.—[Literary World for Janunr

The Hochestc-r Uuioii (jleiuis some sMis- 


tics /torn a report of tho results of somewhat 


• protracted experiments 
nt the hatching 


Uouso oil Otsego Lake. 
Tho rei»rl states 


that during tlic mouth of March, ISTi, there 
were placed In tho lake 71,(KID Otsqgo bus* 
from eggs obtained in its waters, und 7,WX> 
salmou trout from eg^s furnished hy Seth 
Green, 
In November, 1ST:.', S(H>,OW> salmon 


trout eggs wore received fit Ciipe Vincent 
from Seth Ureeu aud convoyed to Coopers- 
towu. 
The egg.s deveirj])cd well until near 


tho oud of tho month, when, buing laid upon 
trays, with un insulticient supply of water, 
they hogan to die rapidly. 
They were as 


soou as i>otMihle transferred to fjravel heds, 
liut without avail, us nil {jrndually perished. 
On January 8, 1H";I, 
I'O.IIOd more salmon 


trout eggs wore procured from Seth Green, 
placed on gravel beds, successfully hatched, 
and all deposited in tho lake during the 
month of March, together with 1110,00(1 01- 
sego baas fry. 


Oil November •!, 1*1:1, there were received 


from Hath Green and placed iu the hatching 


: 
house, 70,000 salmon trout eggs, and on the 
'2Sth of November 15,000 more wore collect- 
ed from Otsego Lake and placed with 
tho 


rest. Ou December 1, these eggs were all 
doing finely, the fish in the former lot do- 
volopiug rapidly, having plenty of water 
standing at about forty eight degrees. 
To 


sum up tho work, the whole number of 
Otsejjo bass placed in the liiko up to the 
present time is 17-1,000, and of salmon trout 
-7,000. There are also 11.^,000 sfthnou trout 
spawn now in process of hatching. The 
number of black bass placed iu tho lake, 
many of then weighing two pounds each 
anil upwards was 2SO. and of rock bass 1000. 
Within a fortnight another supply of Otsego 
bnas eggs will be gathered and wheu these 
shall lave hatched the total number of trout 
and bass fry placed in the lake will not fall 
much short of half a million. 
Cooperstown 


will not suffer for the want of flsh for the 
noxt hundred years.
